Says American. 
Not a Smile in Former Center 
of Gaiety. 
All Classes Live Under the 
Shadow of Starvation. 


(SY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
VIENNA, Jan. 24.—One American 


business mar who has just revisited 


this city was so suprised at the 
changes that had taken place in the 
once gay Austrian capital that he 
feclared that “the panorama of 
misery’ he witnessed here was the 
greatest shock of his life. 

Henry Barna of St. Paul, Minn., 
last visited Vienna ten years ago 
when, as he said, there was “great 
fun” here. Now he has returned 
and #epent about two weeks. lons 
enough, he says, to know what he is 
talking about. 

BEA OF MISERY. 

“T never dreamed,” sald Mr. 
Barna te an American Red Cross 
representative here, “that Vienna 
would show such tragic effects of 
the war. IT have been itn nearly 
every capital of Europe since the 
armistic, but nowhere have | seen 
such wholesale misery. Everything 
is out of joint. Everything is un- 
certain. Food is searce, and fvel 
still more difficult te obtain. 1 don't 
suppose anyone can be happy im @ 
sea of misery like this. 

“Why.” he went on, “there ten't 
a smile, much less a laugh in that 
crowd,” referring to the people pass- 
ing the hotel in the Ringstraasre. 
“They seem so sad and dull-eyed, 
these Viennese, who were so gay 
when I was here before. 

“Everybody seems to be carrying 
something. Those little bundles are 
seraps of food which they have beep 
aiven by some more fortunate neigh 
bor or relief agencies. There's Aa 
man in a fu¢g coat carrying a hand- 
kerchiet full of food. He wouldn't 
he seen doing that when I was here 
last. He would be too proud.” 

Barna told of a visit he had made 
a few days before to the Wiener 
wald, a great forest, an hour's street 
ear ride fro mthe center of Vienna, 
where he saw a sight which he 
Ukened to a nightmare. The peo- 
ple were allowed to go there for 
wood were emérging from the for- 
est, their backs heavily laden 
the packs of fuel.

“We have no right to compel re- 
ligious observance of Sunday by 
law. The law should forbid all un- 
necessary business on Sunday, and 
thus, as far as possible, secure to 
— their right to Sunday as a day 

m from their ordinary oc- 
qupations and of religious observ- 
ance if they wish to use it. Fur- 
ther than this, law may not 
rightly go.”

Burch, 
Bishop of New York, is also firmly 
opposed to forcing Sunday blue 
laws upon the people. He says: 

“] dognot believe that the people 
of this country are going back to 
the New England bive laws. i(iIf 
what little I have seen is correct, 
the reformers are going pretty™ar. 
I do not believe we are going to have 
such a revolution as would occur if 
we prohibit interstate commerce on 
Sunday. You cannot legislate peo- 
ple into moral or ethical positions. 
You can educate them to it, but you 
cannot achfieve morality by compel- 
ling them to give up what they be- 
lieve are their constitutional rights.”

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ARGAINS IN GOLD. 
Everyone is ‘nterested in gold. It has 
been the desideratum of the ages: the rain- 
bow terminal towards which we have been 
striving since Solomon served his guests 
en golden platters. It has been the motif 


Women into the depths of heli and it has 
exalted the humble and meek. 

Wherefore it comes as something of a 
shock to be told that the metal we have 
been taught for so long to look upon as 
precious isn’t so precious, after all. That 
it is, in fact, a cheapening commodity. That 
mines known to contain large quantities of 
the seductive metal have been closed down 
because it is no longer worth while to dig 
it out. 

Miners are demanding that the govern- 
ment establish an excise tax so that those 
who require the metal for use in the fine 
arts may still obtain it by making up the 
deliciency in the cost of extraction. There 
is mo longer a shiny $5 gold piece stored 
up against every $5 bill in circulation, and 
if every one in the country should suddenly 

i¢ into his head to demand gold in ex- 
change for his greasy bank notes he would 
be paid at the rate of about 40 cents on 
the dollar. 

This does not mean that there is any- 
thing wrorig with the finances of the coun- 
try; but that, Instead of trading on a ba- 
sis of actual gold reserve, we do business 
cn our credit as evidenced by demand notes. 
This is the modern way and it answers very 
well, although there is something pathetic 
to the old Californian in the lowly estate to 
which his beloved gold has fallen. 

The producers of gold sre probably the 
last persons from whom we should have ex- 
pected a sympathetic appeal for financial 
aid. In bygone years the man or men who 
owned gold mines were thought to be fairly 
wel] established in life. Now, however, the 
luckless individysl who has no property 
save a mountain of gold ore is almost at 
One with the mendicant, for each is ex- 
tending his hagd for help to make both ends 
meet. 

The readjustment through which we are 
passing is producing some curious anoma- 
lies. The wheat farmer cries that the head 
of oppression is upon him and that he can- 
not get by unless the government comes to 
his ald with a subsidy. The same thing ts 
trae of the growers of other grains and 
food products; it is true, in a measure, of 
the cotton grower; it is true of the rail. 
roads, and finally and most remarkable of 
all it is true of the gold miner. 

If everyone who produces the country's 
wealth, whether it be in food or precious 
metals, refuses to continue to produce vun- 
less those who do not produce pay him 
more than the law of supply and demanJ 
requires, what will be®@the outcome? The 
way to normalcy surely does not lie in that 
direction. If a gold mine cannot pay min 
ers $10, $12 or $15 a day and make the mine 
pay it would seem to be a reasonable de 
cuction that the miners must work for less 
money. If machinery cannot be purchased 
at a price which will permit the mine owner 
to operate it at a profit, why not try cut- 
ting the cost of the machine? If ore can- 
not be hauled away at present railroad 
rates and leave enough to pay reasonable 
dividends is it not obvious that railroads 
can gain nothing by killing the traffic in- 
stead of readjusting rates and, if necessary, 
wages to a point where it ig possible for 
ell hands to do business at a reasonable 
} profit? 

We are setting up a@ vicious circle in 
which we are chasing ovr own tail around 
and around and around. The sooner this 
circle is broken the sooner we wil! get back 
to a sormal manner of living. For some 
reason we are mighty slow in ridding our 
minds of the thoughts of the big war profits. 
Six per cent looks piffling, and any figure 
that is not followed by at least half a dozen 
ciphers is bemeath ovr notice. Yet the 
trade that passes by our door while we 
are waiting apd hoping that something will 
turn up to maintain abnormal! profits would 
more than keep business going upon a safe 
basis, provide employment for al) at @ liv- 
ing wage and reduce our affairs to order 
and progressive prosperity. 

The cheapness of gold is a striking ex- 
ample which brings the lesson home viv- 
idiy. The world production of gold de- 
clined in 1920 more than 1,190,000 ounces 
from the 1919 output, and 28 per cent from 
1915. Im the United States for the same 
period the decline is around 50 per cent. 
The gold reserves of the world hbeld in 
banks increased from $4.994,000,000 in 1914 
to $6,614,000,000 im 1920, but the world's 
papér currency increased from $7,527,000,- 
in 1914 to approximately §82,000,000,000 
in 1920, exclusive of soviet Russia. It would 
hardly seem that this is an auspicious time 
to stop or greatly curtail the mining of gold, 
unless the world is prepared fo substitute 
some other commodity as a basis for barter 
end trade. Paper money will never take 
its place in the mind and affection of the 
rublic. No matter what the credit re- 
sources behind a bit of printed paper, we 
ere instinctively boarders and the thought 
that back of all this currency, which in 
itself has no intrinsic value, there are vaults 
stored high with hard money gives an in- 
dividual or a nation @ feeling of financial 
confidence and independence that is not to 
he easily displaced. 

The fact remains that gold ig cheap. 
Uheap almost to the point of contempt. 
Mines all over the country, and especially 
in California and Nevada, are shut down 
because they cannot be profitably operated. 
The situation is really critical. It is con- 


the cost of extraction is greater than the 
value of the ore extracted, but The Times 
does not believe that the remedy lies in 
subsidy or bonus. Rather let the United 
States and the other powers inaugurate a 
campaign to restore the gold standard to 
its pre-war dignity.

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ROSPECTS IN MEXICO. 

Under the honorable, courageous and 
capable direction of [resident Obregon 
Mexico is again beginning to function, not 
as a group of bandit factions and warring 
sections, but as a Federal state. Only those 
who have lived within its borders can ap- 
preciate the chaos into which Mexican civ- 
ilization fell under the misgovernment of 
Carranza and his immediate predecessors. 
Carranza and the other bandit rulers were 
men of strong ambition and weak intellects. 
Love of country was subordinated to love 
of power. They rewrote the constitution in 
crder to give a semblance of legal author- 
ity to their confiscations. They sought to 
instill the unedicated minds 
Mexican populace the false idea that be- 
cause a thing is permitted by the existing 
law it is just. In place of making the laws 
a codification of recognized human rights 


they made them defenses of human wrongs.: 


Into the constitution itself were written 
sections in justification of plunder. Their 
coconspirators were clever demagogues who 
defended their depredations by the constant 
repetition “It is the law.” Plundering in 
the livery of justice became universal. A 
disgust for the law grew in the minds of 
all right-thinking people; and in the intel- 
lects of the ignorant the few good laws 
were disregarded, as well as the many evil 
ones. 

Breeding contempt for the law, even 
among the most enlightened peoples, leads 
invariably to lawlessness. Men who are 
systematically and continuously despoiled 
under the warrant of law soon organize 
themselves into groups for mutual defense 
against an unjust governing power. in 
euch an unhealthy political atmosphere 
banditry and anarchy flourish. Where laws 
have lost their potency force is king: and 
force is an unmora] element that knows 
neither good nor evil. Communism in Ru:-. 
sia, under Lenine, and military autocracy 
im Germany, under the Hohenzollerns, are 
two manifestations of the same evil prin- 
ciple. To appreciate the Herculean task 
with which Presidefit Obregon and his gov- 
ernment are confronted one has but to re- 
flect that the German people were proud 
of thetr chains and gave them up only 
under protest; “and that the Russians unite 
in armed defense whenever the enlightened 
peoples of the world seek to save them 
from a new serfdom more miserable and 
degrading than that of the Czars. 

Reforming Mexico from within is a pa- 
triotic endeavor that arouses the admira- 
tion of all enlightened nations; but such 
reformations are necessarily slow, and the 
history of nations shows that such attempts 
are rarely successful. If Obregon and his 
government succeed he will be revered by 
future generations of Mexicans, even as 
Lincoln is revered in our own country. It 
ys unfortunate that Mexico has never been 
governed by the people themselves. [Un- 
aer the forms of representative government 
all power was concentrated in the hands 
of a single group. The groups changed; 
but the people secured no greater degree 
of self-government. A change of adminis- 
tration was only a change of self-appointed 
masters. 

President Obregon has entered upon his 
executive career with as high ideals as 
those that actuated the unfortunate Ma- 
dero. He desires to see the Mexican peo- 
ple governed by just laws administered by 
men of their own choosing. He would be 
a President, not a dictator. But he is early 
confronted by obstacles that will put his 
executive ability to the sup e test. For 
it is much easter for a e to slip back 
into a condition of band#try than to climb 
out of it. The goverhmental departments 
sre hampered by statutes whose injustice 
ie manifest: but iailure to enforce such 
statutes lays officials open to the charge of 
violating the laws they are selected to ad- 
minister. 

Industry has languished in Mexico for 
several years. It is essentially an agricul- 
tural and mineral! country; but its resources 
are for the most part undeveloped. Money 
fe necessary to sustain any government; 
but most of the Mexican states are so tm- 
poverished that payment of taxe® is a hard. 
ship. The people have lost the habits of 
industry and thrift. Those who desire to 


start new enterprises are handicapped br 
and foreicn investors steer 
try by reason of the con- 


lack of capital; 
clear of the 


of the. 


fhecation of capital permitted by certain 
existing laws. When Carranza was over- 
thrown his corrupt agents looted the Fed.- 
eral treasury and fled with the spoils. The 
new government found itself confronted by 
a burden of debt, including indemnities for 
destruction of lives and property of citizens 
of other nations, that totaled more than 
$1,000,000,000, no cash on hand and the 
whole tax system in a deplorable condi- 
thon. Facing a country in insurrection with 
an empty treasury is not an auspicious be- 
ginning for any government. 

The United States is Mexico's neighbor 
end well-wisher. Every patriotic American 
desires to see the same good relations es- 
tablished between the governments, the 
peoples and the industries of the two coun- 
tries that have existed for 140 years be- 
tween thi; country and Canada. We have 
a selfish interest—in the sense that it is 
to ovr own advantage-—in seeing Mexico 
prosperous and contented, in the develop- 
ment of her agricultural and mineral re- 
sources, In the protection of life and prop- 
erty. We need the products of her soll 
and mines and we are prepared to exchange 
manufactured products in return for them. 
In order that trade may be free equal se- 
curity to life and property and equal re- 
spect for contract obligations must be ob- 
served on both sides of the border. 

President Obregon is entitled to the co 
operation and support of every loyal Amer- 
ican in this country; for he is fighting a 
battle for representative government in 
which we are almost equally interested. 
He is likewise entitled to the support of 
every patriotic Mexican, regardless of fac- 
tion or social rank; for the defeat of the 
confiscators and the banditry is necessary 
before Mexico can secure the financial and 
industrial support from other countries 
which will be necessary to put her on equal 
footing with the great representative gov- 
ernments as a repository of civilization. 


FAREWELL TO JAZZ. 

The American people are rapidly becom- 
ing dejazzed, so the delegates to the Na- 
tional Music Teachers’ Convention in Cht- 
cago declare. The bilood-stirring, if not 
blood<curdiing, music that makes America 
far from famous in the musical world gen- 
erally has begun to lose its allure. It never 
had any charm. To undeveloped minds, 
still in the primitive state of the savage 
so far as music is concerned, jazz has an 
attraction. It sets the feet to moving, even 
when it paralyzes the brain, and dancinz 
feet appear to mark the daily lives of more 
people than do the convolutions of their 
brain cells. We have been living in a jazzy 
atmosphere for several years. The who'e 
world was upside down and musically an1 
artistically the people of the United States 
were worse inverted than those of any other 
nation. 

If the jazz, the fox trot, the coon sonz 
and the ragtime have seen their day, and 
also their night, in the United States, everr- 
body except their professional producers 
should rejoice. If they get out of the way 
or even suffer a serious decline, there will 
be hope of education of the coming genera- 
tion in an appreciation and love of good 
music, real music, not necessarily the higher 
torms, which only a comparative few ever 
vnderstand or enjoy, despite more or less 
pretense, but the lighter ~ more simple 
melodies and harmonies.—(St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Even rough-hewn destinies have 
their divine moments, manifesta- 
tions of which at times must im- 
press the most callous cynic. These 
gleams from above have that grace 
which diffuses comfort and serenity 
into the bosom of mankind. 

One of these moments came to us 
while we were under the illusion of 
Robert Mantell’s “Richelieu.” It 
was simply the message of a rose 
and thrilled us with a deeper sense 
of the ineffable than did the awful 
sanctity of the curse scene or the 
noble verity, “There is no such word 
as fail.” 

The cardinal standing beside his 
desk had just dismissed his ward 
and her affianced husband with a 
benediction. The enraptured lovers 
bounded away in a whirl of ecstasy. 
In a vase on the middle of the desk 
was a red tose just abowt to un- 
fold its glories. Richelieu, with 
drawing his gaze from the vanish- 
ing couple, stands tottering for a 
space as he softly quavers forth, “I, 
too, once did love.” 

His eyes droop heavily and he is 
about to collapse into his elbow 
chair when the sight of the rose 
arrests his attention and revives 
him for a moment. Feebly he bends 
forward, inhales its fragrance and 
then, with a tenderly playful fillip 
that barely touches the petals, casts 
a beatific giance on high. In this 
transient riot of the heart is shad- 
owed forth the cardinal’s grateful- 
ness to the omnific for that brief 
sally into the realms of youth across 
the sterile waste of years. 

In all the eloquence of this clas- 
sic drama; in all the subtle play of 
feature and action of Mantell’s art 
nothing spoke more touchingly to our 
soul than this simple, little message 
of the rose. 

A divine moment ts drawn by O. 
Henry with a masterful stroke in 
one of his inimitable stories. A 
sharper, whose whole life has been 
centered on ways that are dark and 
devious, is about to board a street 
car on the Big White Way. Mount- 
ing _~ steps before him he sees 
a yeung lady whom he recognizes 
as his old schooldays sweetheart. 
The purity of those days and this 

ssing beam of unattainable love- 

ess, contrasting rply with the 
anredeemed bDiackn of his own 
life, pierce through the heavy scurf 
on his soul and kindle a spiritual 
spark. He half staggers across the 
street, lurches heavily against a 
lamp post and groans, “Oh, God— 
I wish I could die.” 

One of the most captivating of 
these moments unfolds itself only 
once in the literary life of Lord 
Macaulay, the great master of En- 
glish diction. In all the crushing 


force of his diatribes; in all the 
splendor of his dialecti fence; in 
all bis gibbeting of hypocrisy, ar- 


raignment of vulgar pretension and 
withering fling at sophistry not a 
divine moment peeps forth until he 
glances on the dark days of Milton. 
Near the end of this classical es- 
say Macaulay's spiritual beauty 
finally bursts the s of cajm 
restraint as he breathes forth: “We 
imagine the breathless silence with 
which we should listen to even Mil- 
ton'’s slightest word; the passionate 
veneration with which we should 
kneel to kiss his hand and weep 
upon it; the earnestness with which 
we should endeavor to console him,

of the State of Vermont in reading 
his valedictory told the Legislature 
that the State treasury is in excel- 
lent condition, there being a surplus 
of such size as to werrant, in his 
opinion, the omission of @ State tax 
this year. We can easily recall 
Governors who are making radical- 
ly different suggestions. 

This fact may have something to 
do with the additional ome that the 
Ynembers of the Vermont Legisila- 
ture are considering the matter of 
fixing their compensation at a lump 
sum for the season; at present, as 
we understand it, the members are 
paid $4 a day. . The Republican piat- 
form deciared in favor of a lump 
sum and as very few Democrats 
were elected to the Legisiature and 
as one of them has died since his 
election, nothing hitters the 
publicans from carrying out their 


program. 

The members from Chittenden 
county, so the Brattleboro Reformer 
tells us, declared for a lump, sum 
of $500 for the session, estimating 
that ft would run for 100 days on an 
average, though for three or four 
sessions it has rum a lite in ex- 
cess of that. The new Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State upon assum- 
ing his duties recommended a sal- 
ary of $400 and thought the work 
of the session could be done in 
eighty days. He was in favor of a 
change to a lump sum, saying that 
only six or eight States paid on 
the per diem basis. 

The Vermont Legislature as «a 
rule adjourns at noon on Fridays 
vntil the afternoon of the Monday 
following and, as we recalj it, the 
members are not averse to evening 
sessions. Vermont gains something 
by the fact that her legislators can- 
not all leave the State Capitol on 
the afternoon of a session day ve | 
reach their homes on the same eve 
ning.
